Coal Board negotiators were 
under

from 
Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson to settle 
quickly for the best terms they 
could get. 
Political sources said the 
price for getting the miners 
back to work would probably be 
meeting their demands for a 30 
to 35 per cent boost. 
The basic wage for miners 
now ranges from about $58 to 
$84 weekly. 
Wilson, less than 48 hours in 
office as head of a new Labor 
party 
minority 
government, 
was said by officials to want 
quick coal mine peace as the 
first achievement of his ad­ 
ministration. 
The last peace talks were 
early in November. 
Derek Ezra, chairman of the 
Coal Board, said, “I hope the 
negotiations will be over very 
quickly. 
The 
aim 
of the 
mineworkers union and our­ 
selves is to return to wrork as 
soon as possible—perhaps by 
Monday.”

Dayan had changed Ms mind 
and was ‘‘ready to serve” in 
Israel’s next government as 
defense minister. 
The one-eyed wrar hero had 
previously vowed to give up his 
cabinet post unless Mrs. Meir’s 
Labor party agreed to bring the 
rightwing Likud bloc into a 
broad coalition government. 
The Israeli national radio 
said Dayan decided to join the 
government because of “a 
redeployment of Syrian troops” 
necessitating ‘‘quick action.” 
The Israeli newspaper Davar, 
quoting foreign press reports, 
said some elements in Syria’s 
ruling Baath party apparently 
were seeking to foment tension 
out of unhappiness with strides 
toward peace worked out by 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
Mrs. Meir w-as scheduled to 
meet with President Ephraim 
Katzir later today to present 
details of a new government to 
replace the caretaker coalition 
ruling Israel since the Dec. 31 
national elections. 
The 
Dayan decision 
also 
raised the possibility of a 
turnabout 
by the 
National 
Religious party, an old coalition 
partner 
that has 
resisted 
joining Mrs. Meir’s new govern­ 
ment. 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
a leader of the religous group, 
said his party “will certainly 
have to act” on rejoining the 
government because of Mrs. 
Meir’s a noun'Cement. 
The religious party’s three 
seats would give Mrs. Meir’s 
coalition a 61-seat, majority in 
the 120 member Knesset (par­ 
liament) despite setbacks in the 
last elections. Likud has only 39 
seats. 
Mrs. Meir. who had earlier 
vowed to quit because of her 
dispute with Dayan, said she 
decided to “see her efforts 
completed concerning the for­ 
mation of the new government” 
after appeals from Labor party 
leaders. 
Mrs. Meir said Dayan and his 
political ally, Transport Minis­ 
ter Shimon Peres, “informed 
the prime minister that they 
are ready to serve in the next 
government in their present 
posts.’ 
The defense minister and his 
followers joined other Labor 
leaders Tuesday in a near- 
unanimous vote to ask Mrs. 
Meir to stay on. He abstained,

Nixon’s Veto 
On Energy Act 
May Stand

President Nixon ve oed the 
energy emergency act today, 
charging 
that the 
measure 
would “undo the progress we 
have already made” and force 
gasoline 
rationing 
on 
the 
nation. 
“The amendments, counter 
amendments and parliamentary 
puzzles which have marked the 
stumbling route of this bill 
through the Congress must 
make Americans wonder what 
has been going on in Washing­ 
ton while they confront their 
own veryr real problems,” the 
President said. 
Nixon had announced last 
week, even before the House 
gave final approval to the bill, 
that he would veto it, partly 
because of a provision calling 
for crude oil price rollbacks. 
The Senate approved the 
compromise 
measure by a 
margin of better than 2 to 1, 
and supporters of the bill said 
they felt they had a chance of 
geting the necessary two-thirds 
Senate vote to override the 
veto. C mgressional observers 
doubted a two-thirds majority 
could be mustered in the 
House. 
Nixon sent a special message 
to Congress explaining reasons 
for his veto. He raised several 
specific objections. 
Referring to the rollbacks, he 
said this would set dom.estic 
crude oil prices at such low 
levels that production would be 
discouraged and compulsory 
gasoline rationing would be 
likely. 
Rationing, which 
he 
has 
consistently opposed, 
would 
cost $1.5 billion a year and a 
bureaucracy of 17,000 people to 
administer, Nixon said. 
The President also contended 
that 
the 
legislation 
would 
establish “an unworkable and 
inequitable program” of unem­ 
ployment subsistence, saddling 
the government with the task of 
determining whether the unem­ 
ployment 
of 
each 
jobless 
worker was energy related. 
Nixon said there was “no 
excuse for shoveling out the 
t a x p a y e r s ’ money” under

Nixon Will Turn Over 
Material To Committee

President Nixon’s Watergate 
lawyers said today he would 
turn over extensive material to 
the House Judiciary Committee 
con s ide r i n g h i s i m pe a ch m en t. 
and also would answer written 
questions and submit to “an 
oral interview” if necessary. 
Attorney James I) St. Clair 
told Chief U. S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica he had been 
“authorized and directed by the 
President” to pledge Nixon’s 
cooperation with the commit­ 
tee.St. Clair gave his views a! a 
public hearing called by Silica 
to hear legal arguments on 
what should be done with a 
secret report said to contain the 
Watergate grand jury’s views 
on President Nixon’s handling 
of the Watergate scandal. 
St. Clair told Sirica that 
Nixon had adopted neither an 
affirmative nor a negative 
position on what should be done 
with the sealed report which 
acc mipanied the grand jury’s 
indictment of seven former 
Nixon associate s 1 a >t Friday. 
He said that whatever Sirica 
decided was appropriate would 
be acceptable to the President. 
St. Clair then advised Sirica: 
“The President is prepared to 
turn 
over 
to 
the

committee all the materials he 
has turned over to the grand 
jury without limitation and to 
answer all written interrogato­ 
ries and participate in oral 
interviews, if it is deemed 
necessary.” 


Rationing Would 
Be Wasteful 
Lugar Says 
MUNCIE, End (UPI) — A 
federal gasoline rationing pro­ 
gram wotiId be “clumsy, waste­ 
ful, with the little people gett­ 
ing stepped on in the process 
Indiana polis Mayor Richard Lu­ 
gar said here Tuesday night. 
Lugar, a Republican candidate 
for the U S Senate, told a Lin­ 
coln Day dinner he disagreed 
with Sen. Birch Bavh, D Ind., 
whom Lugar said prefers ration­ 
ing over higher gasoline prices. 
“ I, too, am committed to ob­ 
taining acceptable prices, but I 
prefer to deal in solutions that 
will work in the real world, and 
rationing is not among t h o s e 
solutions,” Lugar said. 
“The federal government try­ 
ing to ration, gasoline would, be 
a typically top heavy bureaucra 
tic mess. . . clumsy, wasteful, 
with the little people getting 
stepped on in the process,” Lug­ 
ar said. 
“With 17,000 new bureaucrats, 
costing $1 billion per year, all 
trying to decide who gets priori­ 
ty, what constitutes an emer­ 
gency, where and how and to 
whom to hand out the coupons, 
we would be faced with yet an­ 
other red-tape nightmare, and I 
think that proposal should be re­ 
sisted,” Lugar said. 
Even if a rationing plan were 
workable, Lugar said, it would 
be bad economics that would 
only lengthen and aggravate the 
energy crisis 
“An elementary understanding, 
of economics dislates that ra­ 
tioning, or a price rollback, or 
any such ‘magic wand’ liberal 
scheme would suppress the sup­ 
ply of fossil fuels just when we 
need to expand them,” he said. 
“Gas prices can be held down, 
not by artificial means, but by 
the free market mechanism in 
concert, with a government poli­ 
cy that encourages expansion 
and production.”

Goes On Strike 
TOLEDO, Ohio (UPI) - A 
strike at the Warner Gear Co., 
Muncie, Ind., will idle 3,900 em­ 
ployes of the American Motors 
Corp. Jeep plant here today.

The committee voted Tuesday 
tí) instruct its chief counsel, 
John M. Doar, and Republican 
counsel Albert E. Jenner Jr. to 
obtain the report—but to do so 
without subjecting Congress to 
the jurisdiction of the court. 
The committee says the House 
draws its impeachment authori­ 
ty directly from the Constitu­ 
tion.“In no way” are Doar and 
Jenner “to submit to the 
proceedings of the court,” Rep.

crowd of hundreds gathered at 
the edge of the Ball State Uni­ 
versity campus. 
Two nude males ran across a 
lawn and eluded police during 
the demonstration, which came 
shortly 
after 
Muncie 
Police 
Chief Cordell Campbell banned 
“ streaking” in the city and said 
people who participate in such 
a 
venture “ should see their 
psychiatrist.” 
The crowd began to cat her an 
hour 
before 
midnight. 
Most 
were 
youths 
and 
apparently 
BSU students. At first there 
were only about 200 in the 
group, 
but as 
police arrived 
more spectators did, too, block­ 
ing Riverside Drive at a frater­ 
nity house alongside the cam­ 
pus, 
Two police units tried to per 
suade the students to move off 
the street but they refused and 
more police and two city fire 
trucks arrived. 
Firemen 
began 
hosing 
the 
crowd, and the youths respond 
ed by throwing .rocks, bottles 
and mud. 


Fire Chief Ron True was re­ 
ported to have been unhappy 
because the firemen used hoses, 
saying he did not issue such an 
order and could not find out 
who did. 
After the crowd began to 
break up around 1 a.m. and po­ 
lice had gone, several other 
students ran nude across cam­ 
pus, witnesses said. 
None of the six arrested, all 
identified as Ball State students, 
was arrested for “streaking.” 


They were charged with dis­ 


orderly conduct, resisting ar­ 
rest, inciting to riot and dis­ 
obeying lawful 
commands of 
police officers. 
The six arrested youths were 
released on bonds. 
One policeman was struck in 
the shoulder by a beer bottle 
but was not hurt seriously. 
Tom Osborn, chief of campus 
police, said any disciplinary ac­ 
tion against students would be 
up to the deans. Osborn esti­ 
mated the crowd at 1.900 to 
1,500 at its peak.

Snyder withdrew from the race 
under heavy pressure in favor 
of Richard L. Roudebush.

Commission, he refused at that 
tim e, 
saying 
he 
believed 
he 
could do more to restore unity 
in 
the 
badly 
divided 
Hoosier

the organizational strength of

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Charge Nixonites Paid $557,500 
In “Hush Money” To Burglars 


By CLAY F. RICHARDS 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
W atergate 
grand 
jury 
has 
charged that within hours of 
the June 17, 1972, break-in at 
Democratic national headquar­ 
ters, the cover-up was under 
way at the highest levels of 
President Nixon’s White House 
staff 
The 50-page indictment issued 
Friday says that in the weeks 
and months that followed, the 
persons closest to Nixon d e­ 
stroyed evidence, paid $557,500 
in 
“ hush 
m oney” 
to 
the 
Watergate burglars to buy their 
silence and thwarted efforts by 
the F BI, the Justice D epart­ 
ment and later the courts to 
find out the truth 
President Nixon has said that 
during 
this 
tim e 
he 
was 
ordering these same close aides 
to cooperate openly with the 
investigators 
because 
the 
truth had to come out ” But 
even on the dates Nixon said he 
gave the orders, the indictment 
claims the cover-up conspiracy 
was going ahead 
An indictment, it should be 
noted, is only an allegation It 
is not proof or even evidence. 
Among 
those 
indicted 
on 
conspiracy and other charges 
were former attorney general 
and Nixon cam paign director 
John N. Mitchell; and former 
close Nixon aides H R. “Bob” 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man. 
Obtain Release 
The grand jury charged that 
within hours of the break-in, 
then campaign chief John n! 
M itchell met with Robert C. 
Mardian, an aide who also was 
indicted for conspiracy. It said 
Mitchell told Mardian to seek 
the assistance of then Attorney 
General Richard G. Kleindienst 
in obtaining the release of one 
or more of those arrested in the 
burglary. 
Kleindienst, 
who 
was 
not 
indicted, 
has 
testified 
he 
resisted such attempts. 
The day after the burglary, 
the 
indictment 
said, 
Gordon 
Strachan, Haldeman’s assistant 
who also was charged with 
conspiracy, destroyed docu­ 
ments relating to the incident 
on orders from his boss. 
Two days after the burglary, 
the grand jurors said, Ehrlich- 
man met with White House 
Counsel John W Dean III, and 
Ehrlichman '‘directed’’ Dean to 
ten 
conspirators 
G 
Gordon 
Liddy and E. Howard Hunt to 
leave the country. 
On the same day, Charles W 
Colson, a presidential special 
counsel who also was indicted 
for 
conspiracy, 
met 
with 
Ehrlichman and Dean at the 
W'hite H ouse, the indictm ent 
charged. It said Ehrlichm an 
directed Dean to take posses­ 
sion of the contents of Hunt’s 
safe 
Also on that day, M itchell 
and Mardian met and Mitchell 
“ su g gested ” that docum ents 
from 
the file of Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, 
the 
deputy 
cam­ 
paign manager, be destroyed, 
the indictm ent said. Previous 
testim ony indicated Magruder 
had the “Gemstone files” which 
contained docum ents obtained 
in Watergate burglaries. 
The indictment said the first 
talk of “commitments” for the 
benefit of the burglars came on 


June 20. three days after the 
break-in, at a meeting Mardian 
attended 
with 
Liddy 
and 
presidential

LaRue 
Four days la te r ,1 the 
indictment said, Mardian ant 
Mitchell suggested to Dean tha 
the CIA provide “covert funds’ 
for the burglars' assistance. 
Allegedly Made Payments 
Step by step over the next 
few months, the alleged cover 
up was traced by the indict 
ment, 
including 
the 
involve 
ment 
of 
another 
defendant. 
Kenneth 
W. 
Parkinson, 
a 
lawyer for the Nixon re-election 
committee, who allegedly made 
the payments to the Watergate 
burglars. 
The 
crucial 
part 
of 
the 
indictment centers on a meet 
ing Nixon had with Haldeman 
and Dean at the W'hite House 
March 21. 1973 This is the date 
Nixon said he first learned the 
details of the cover-up, ordered 
a com plete investigation, and 
told his aides to cooperate fully 
with the FBI and the Justice 
Department. 
Haldeman 
told 
the 
Senate 
Water gate committee Dean told 
Nixon at that meeting it would 
take $1 million to support the 
expenses of 
the 
W atergate 
burglars. 
“The President said ‘there is 
no problem in raising a million 
dollars, we can do that, but it 
would be wrong,” Haldeman 
testified. 
The

jury, 
underlining the crucial phrase 
"but 
it

wrong,” 
charged Haldeman with lying 
about that phrase. 
Nixon, in a news conference 
last

Haldeman has testified and his 
statement is accurate ... I said 
"John, it’s wrong,” 
Dean insisted the President 
never added the phrase “but it 
would be wrong.” The grand 
jurors did not have to depend

House tape of the March 21 
meeting, 
R ejected As “ B lackm ail” 
At 
the 
news 
conference, 
Nixon said a demand by Hunt 
for 
$120,000

“blackmail.” He then said he 
told the others at the March 21 
meeting: “We’ve got to get this 
story 
out.

direct you (Dean) and I direct 
Haldeman and I direct Ehrlich­ 
man and I direct Mitchell to 
get together tomorrow and then 
meet with me as to how we get 
this story out.”

He should turn over his 
com m ittee’s 
financial 
records,

Bayh referred to a G eneral 


Accounting Office rep o rt on. the 
Indiana Republican S tate Cen­ 
tral Com m ittee last year. “ The 
GAO

in Indiana failed to re g iste r in. 
compliance 
with 
federal law. 
The GAO reported the R epubli­ 
can

C entral 
Com m ittee 
failed to rep o rt the tran sfer of

If you’re having trouble ad­ 
justing to room temperatures of 
68 degrees, think about the 
problems your great, great, 
grandmother must have faced! 
Yet, with only a fireplace to 
warm her house, she managed.

Sandra 
Shank, Extension home fur­ 
nishings specialist at Purdue 
University, suggests that you 
adapt some of your ancestor’s 
ideas to keep your family 
warm. 
For example, heavy tatestries 
often hung on the walls of 
yesteryear. 
They 
not only 
decorated the walls, but they 
also insulated the house. 
'“Today you might use this 
same principle by hanging 
heavier draperies over your 
windows” Mrs. Shank says. 
“You’ll find they help insulate 
your house as they decorate 
your room.” 
Some of the furniture of long 
ago was designed to trap heat, 
she continues. Old wing chairs, 
placed in front of fireplaces, 
provided a warm place to sit. 
Taller and with wider wings 
than today’s version, the wing 
chair trapped radiant heat from 
the fire. 
If you have a fireplace, you 
might be able to use this 18th 
century solution to chilly nights. 
You may even be lucky enough 
to find an antique wing ehair-or 
a good reproduction. 
Our ancestors even had the 
answer to chilly bedrooms: the 
canopy bed surrounded with 
heavy curtains. Mrs. Shank 
says the curtains were pulled 
it night to keep cold drafts out 
and body heat in.
